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Becoming  One  With  Nature 
Marion's  Natural  History  Museum  Offers  Overview  of  Local  Habitat 


Years  after  Henry  David  Thoreau  and  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson  heightened  a  fledgling  America's 
awareness  of  its  own  natural  environment,  you  can  still 
find  organizations  and  groups  who  are  striving  to 
maintain  a  rural  setting  for  future  generations. 

After  all,  Walden  Pond  isn't  the  only  scenic  and 
wholly  natural  habitat  in  Massachusetts  ...  or  the  United 
States  for  that  matter. 

In  Marion,  this  sometimes  thankless  task  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  staff  and  members  of  the  Natural 
History  Society  and  Museum  —  a  small  but  surprisingly 
well-stocked  collection  of  exhibits  located  in  the  second 
floor  of  the  Elizabeth  Taber  Library  on  Spring  Street. 

Founded  in  1867,  the  Marion  Natural  History 
Society  began  with  an  eye  toward  collecting  artifacts  and 
exhibits  related  to  the  area's  natural  industries  —  among 
them:  whaling,  the  cultivation  of  marine  food  products, 
and  the  cataloguing  and  study  of  area  bird  life.  With  a 
collection  already  in  place,  the  society  was  only  too 
pleased  to  move  into  the  second  floor  of  the  building 
which  was  donated  to  the  town  by  Elizabeth  Taber  in  1872 
...  where  it  has  remained  perched  above  the  library  ever 
since. 

"There  were  many  collectors  in  town  who 
donated  various  exhibits  to  the  museum,"  noted  current 
Director  Elizabeth  Hammack-Leidhold.  "In  the  early  years 
the  collection  was  all-encompassing  ...  now  we  try  to  stick 
to  species  of  mammals  indigenous  to  this  area  and  native 
birds  and  insects." 

Of  course  one  of  the  more  important  facets  of  the 
museum's  work  today  is  devoted  to  environmental 
education.  Ms.  Hammack-Leidhold  agreed  it's  crucial  to 
teach  our  children  to  appreciate  the  natural  world  around 
them  and,  hopefully,  encourage  them  to  maintain  it  for 
future  generations. 

"We  do  a  great  deal  to  emphasize  environmental 
education  and  get  the  kids  involved  with  environmental 
issues,"  she  said.  "We'd  really  like  to  be  known  more  as  an 
environmental  science  museum  rather  than  a  natural 
history  one." 

Some  of  the  Natural  History  Museum's 
contributions  to  this  end  include  joint  ventures  with  the 
Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  and  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project, 
wherein  local  environmental  projects  are  studied  by 
children  at  Sippican  School.  Ms.  Hammack-Leidhold  also 
noted  that  the  museum  has  seen  an  increase  in  interest 
from  both  students  and  adults  alike  over  the  past  few 
years  since  they've  established  regular  visiting  hours. 

"The  museum  was  somewhat  underused  until 
about  five  years  ago,"  she  said.  "Now  we've  set  regular 
(business)  hours  and  have  seen  a  marked  increase  in 


attendance.  We're  still  a  small  time  museum  ...  but  we're 
growing." 

Recently  the  Natural  History  Museum  was 
awarded  a  $6,000  Conservation  Assessment  Program 
(CAP)  Grant,  which  will  allow  them  to  inventory  and 
assess  their  collections  and  more  accurately  identify, 
catalog,  store  and  display  them. 

And  among  the  museum's  most  popular  offerings 
are  a  series  of  courses  offered  two  to  three  times  a  year  for 
adults.  Although  the  courses  began  as  free  offerings  to  the 
public,  Ms.  Hammack-Leidhold  consented  that  it  became 
necessary  to  charge  a  fee  for  the  courses  to  cover  their 
expenses. 

"We  used  to  offer  a  lot  of  courses  for  free,"  she 
said.  "But  we  found  that  we  needed  to  maintain  a  certain 
level  of  financial  security  in  order  to  keep  them  running." 

The  upcoming  winter  session  of  courses  for  adults 
will  include: 

•  The  Ecology  of  Plants  —  A  basic  course  in  plant 
ecology  offered  on  January  17  and  January  24  from  6:30  to 
8:30  pm.  The  group  will  be  studying  photosynthesis,  plant 
growth,  plant  identification,  composting,  as  well  as  ideas 
for  illustrating  these  processes  in  the  classroom.  The 
instructor,  Joan  Lanza,  is  a  Landscape  Architect  and 
former  teacher,  and  will  be  providing  a  curriculum  for  all 
participants  as  well  as  simple  growing  and  illustration 
projects.  Fee  for  the  course  is  $30. 

•  Watershed  Education  Teaching  —  Given  by  the 
Massachusetts  Bays  Program,  the  Watershed  Education 
Training  (WET)  program  will  provide  a  Watershed  to  Bay:  A 
Raindrop  Journey  curriculum  that  relates  to  Massachusetts 
watersheds  and  a  WET  kit  for  each  school  team. 
Participants  must  attend  two  full-day  sessions  (workshop 
and  seminar)  and  participants  should  bring  their  own 
lunch.  The  workshop  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  February 
18  (snow  date:  February  25)  and  a  follow-up  seminar  will

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be  decided  upon  at  that  time.  Cost  for  the  course  is  $25. 

•  Birds:  An  Overview  —  This  course  is  for  the 
aspiring  birder  and  will  encompass  the  evolution,  physical 
adaptations,  identification,  life  history,  and  current 
environmental  problems  of  many  types  of  local  birds.  The 
instructor,  Michael  Labosier,  is  a  naturalist  and  nature 
photographer  who  will  be  using  slides  and  museum 
specimens  to  augment  the  lecture.  Mr.  Labosier  will  also 
be  providing  ideas  for  educators  to  use  in  classroom 
activities.  The  course  will  run  on  March  7  and  14  from  6:30 
to  8:30  pm  at  the  museum.  Cost  for  the  course  is  $30. 

All  courses  will  be  held  at  the  Marion  Natural 
History  Museum,  located  at  9  Spring  Street  (above  the 
library).  All  courses  require  pre-registration  and  a 
minimum  of  10  people.  For  further  information  on  any  of 
these  courses  or  to  register,  please  call  the  Marion  Natural 
History  Museum  at  748-2098  or  748-9089.

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 
January  10, 1995 

A  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  January 
10  at  6:00  pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta,  Jr.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Daniel  O.  Mahoney,  Select- 
man Paul  E.  Lambalot,  and  Executive  Secretary 
Carol  Adams. 

The  meeting  began  with  a  discussion  of  the 
gasoline  tank  spill  which  was  first  detected  at  the 
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Police  Station  back  in  October  by  Fire  Chief  Ronald 
Scott.  Chairman  DeCosta  introduced  Thomas 
Quigley,  Project  Manager  for  Environmental 
Engineering  and  Geotechnics,  Inc.,  who  has  been 
investigating  and  assessing  the  extent  of  the  spill. 
Also  in  attendance  were  Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott, 
Police  Chief  James  F.  Moran,  and  Town  Counsel 
Thomas  Crotty. 

"We  were  notified  of  the  leak  back  in 
October,"  Mr.  Quigley  said.  "We  determined  that  it 
was  the  suction  line  pipe  which  had  been  hand- 
tightened  and  not  fully  sealed  to  the  tank.  The  tank

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itself  was  not  leaking." 

Mr.  Quigley  went  on  to  explain  how  tests 
had  been  conducted  of  the  soil  and  ground  water  in 
the  immediate  area  of  the  2,000-gallon  underground 
gasoline  storage  tank  which  is  used  to  fuel  the 
town's  patrol  cars.  Gasoline  was  detected  floating  in 
the  ground  water  and  further  tests  revealed  that  the 
substance  had  contaminated  soil  as  far  away  as  100 
feet  from  the  source. 

"We  have  managed  to  remove  close  to  100 
gallons  of  (gasoline)  which  was  found  floating  in  the 
ground  water,"  Mr.  Quigley  said.  "But  the  problem 
now  is  we've  found  the  leak  may  date  back  to  when 
the  tank  was  first  installed  ...  in  1990.  We  were 
hoping  it  would  only  date  back  to  the  last  repair  job 
(which  was  about  two  years  ago)." 

Mr.  Quigley  noted  that  the  key  focus  is 
always  a  matter  of  public  health,  and  to  ensure  that 
the  contaminants  do  not  come  in  contact  with  any 
persons.  After  determining  that  the  basement  of  the 
police  station  did  not  contain  any  "ambient  vapor," 
Mr.  Quigley  said  the  possibility  of  the  gasoline 
contaminating  any  adjacent  wetlands  or  private 
property  was  his  main  concern. 

"We've  got  to  consider  the  storm  drains,  the 
wetlands,  and  the  closest  residence  —  which  is  about 
250  feet  away,"  Mr.  Quigley  said. 

Mr.  Quigley  suggested  that  the  board 
consider  placing  another  test  well  —  there  are 
currently  four  which  were  put  in  as  part  of  the  initial

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tank  installation  —  close  to  the  resident's  property 
line  to  determine  whether  the  gasoline  has  seeped 
that  far.  "I  would  suggest  placing  a  monitoring  well 
further  south  —  about  250  feet  from  the  tank  —  to 
see  if  the  contaminant  has  crossed  the  property  line," 
Mr.  Quigley  said.  "Since  the  flow  direction  is  head- 
ing there  and  not  toward  the  wetlands,  this  would 
save  both  time  and  money." 

Once  Mr.  Quigley  had  presented  his  findings 
and  submitted  a  formal  report  to  the  board  —  a  copy 
of  which  will  be  sent  to  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  —  the  Selectmen  went 
into  Executive  Session  with  Town  Counsel  Thomas 
Crotty  at  6:30  pm  to  discuss  potential  claims  and/or 
litigation  which  may  arise  from  this  situation. 

The  board  reconvened  in  Open  Session  at 
7:20  pm  to  meet  with  the  members  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Town  Accountant  Joseph  Bolton  to 
review  the  proposed  articles  for  the  upcoming 
Special  Town  Meeting,  slated  for  February  13. 

FinCom  members  were  briefed  on  the  draft 
articles  and  were  asked  to  review  the  money  items, 
in  particular,  so  that  a  final  warrant  could  be 
prepared  by  January  24.

Officer  Wassmouth  noted  that  they  need  to  begin 
training  the  dispatchers  on  the  system  before  they  can 
fully  benefit  from  its  use.  Right  now,  the  NCIC  computer  is 
located  in  the  police  trailer  and  is  used  only  on  a  limited 
basis.  But  the  Selectmen  have  been  reluctant  to  allow  the 
computer  to  be  moved  into  the  Communications  Center 
until  the  renovation  work  there  is  completed. 

"We  were  told  that  before  we  moved  the  NCIC 
computer,  we  needed  state  approval  as  to  where  it  would 
be  located,"  Selectman  Murphy  said.  "I've  talked  to  the 
people  working  on  the  Communications  Center ...  and 
they've  told  me  they  hope  to  have  it  done  within  six  to 
eight  weeks."

But  the  officers  were  anxious  to  have  the  NCIC  in 
place,  deeming  it  a  matter  of  safety  for  the  officers  on  duty. 
"It's  become  a  safety  issue  ...  there  was  a  recent  incident 
where  one  of  our  officers  apprehended  someone  who  was 
a  suspect  in  a  murder,"  Officer  Wassmouth  said.  "If  we 
had  information  on  (this  person)  beforehand,  it  would 
have  been  very  helpful." 

Officer  Wassmouth  explained  that  he  researched 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  NCIC  system,  and  noted  that  it 
would  fall  under  the  Police  Chief,  but  would  also  be 
governed  by  a  representative  board  —  with  members  from 
the  Communications  and  Police  Departments. 

The  Selectmen  offered  a  compromise  in  allowing 
Officers  Wassmouth  and  Protami  to  contact  the  NCIC 
representatives  and  finding  out  if  the  system  could  be 
moved  into  the  Communications  Center  right  now  and  be 
located  out  of  sight  for  training  purposes.  Pending  that 
approval,  Chairman  Hughes  said  he  had  "no  objections" 
to  allowing  the  computer  to  be  moved. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  adjourned  for  the  evening  at  9:15  pm.
